Bill passed to preserve municipal 
governance during COVID-19 


BOSTON — Gov. Baker has signed a 
bill passed by the Massachusetts State 
Senate and Massachusetts House of 
Representatives last Thursday, to pro- 
vide governance and fiscal flexibility 
for many municipalities grappling with 
public health challenges during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

“Our local partners and municipal- 
ities require flexibility and assistance if 
they're going to continue serving resi- 
dents to their full extent without delay,” 
said state Sen. Anne Gobi (D-Spencer). 
“IT am glad the governor acted swiftly 
to pass this into law, and I applaud the 
work of my colleagues for working ef- 
fectively to meet the needs of our local 
governments.” 

Building off of other legislation that 
gave municipalities operating flexibility 
during the ongoing COVID-19 public 
health crisis, the bill further protects 
public health and preserves the town 
meeting structure from continued dis- 
ruptions caused by the state of emer- 
gency. 

The bill includes the following pro- 
visions: 

¢ Permits representative town meet- 
ing to take place virtually; 

¢ Permits quorum reduction for open 


town meeting to no less than 10% and 
extends the quorum reduction to repre- 
sentative town meeting; 

¢ Allows town meeting to be held 
outside the geographic limits of the 
town; and 

¢ Permits a municipal election sched- 
uled through June 31 to be extended to 
Aug. | at the latest. 

By providing our municipalities with 
this much-needed flexibility, the bill 
preserves public access to the proceed- 
ings of town governance and protects 
the public from the continued health 
risks associated with the COVID-19 
outbreak. 

The bill also provides our city gov- 
ernments with fiscal relief by allowing 
mayors to delay their normal budget 
submission deadline for fiscal 2021 in 
light of the state of emergency. 

Finally, among other provisions, the 
bill strengthens the prohibition on ter- 
minating essential services for residents 
during the COVID-19 emergency and 
provides municipalities and region- 
al school districts flexibility in paying 
school bus and other vendor contracts.

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House approves Restaurant Relief Act to assist businesses 


BOSTON -The House of Representatives has 
given initial approval to a bill that would allow 
restaurants to begin offering mixed drinks with food 
takeout orders, and to provide expanded outdoor 
table service with alcohol, subject to local approval. 

State Rep. Todd Smola (R-Warren) said House 
Bill 4767, An Act addressing challenges faced by 
food and beverage establishments resulting from the 
COVID-19 pandemic, would also allow restaurants 
to delay the filing of meals tax payments collected 
this year, while capping the fees charged by third-par- 
ty delivery service companies for online food orders. 
The bill, which passed the House on a vote of 156-0 
on June 3, still requires Senate approval. 

The Restaurant Relief Act builds on the guide- 
lines recently issued by Governor Charlie Baker for 
the state’s Phase 2 re-opening, which could begin as 
early as June 8. Phase 2 allows restaurants to begin 
offering outdoor dining to customers, but continues 
to prohibit indoor table service for now. 

House Bill 4767 authorizes local licensing au- 


thorities to temporarily approve requests for out- 
door table service at restaurants, with alcohol sales, 
through Nov. 30. Smola said this change will allow 
cities and towns to bypass the current licensing re- 
view process conducted by the Alcoholic Beverages 
Control Commission, which typically takes seven to 
10 weeks to complete. Communities would still need 
to notify the ABCC once an amended license 1s ap- 
proved. 

Under the bill, licensed establishments can con- 
tinue to sell beer and wine for off-premises con- 
sumption for the duration of the Governor’s State 
of Emergency, or until Feb. 28, 2021, whichever is 
later. In addition, restaurants currently licensed to 
sell alcohol for on-premises consumption will now 
be able to offer cocktails for off-premises consump- 
tion during the same time period, under certain re- 
strictions. Mixed drinks must be sold as part of a 
food order in a sealed container, packaged so it 1s 
clear if the lip, cap or seal has been removed or bro- 
ken, and will be limited to no more than 64 fluid 


ounces per transaction. 

Smola said House Bill 4767 addresses concerns 
raised by restaurants about the excessive fees charged 
by some third-party delivery companies during the 
pandemic. He noted that the bill caps delivery fees at 
15% and other non-delivery fees at 5% of the online 
order purchase price during the State of Emergency, 
a restriction that will remain in effect until 45 days 
after the State of Emergency is lifted. 

Restaurants will see additional financial relief 
from a temporary change in the state’s procedure for 
collecting meals tax payments. Businesses will have 
the option of delaying their meals tax payments for 
the remainder of the year, without being assessed 
any late-file or late-payment penalties or interest. 
Businesses that choose this option will have until 
Sept. 20 to submit meals taxes collected from June 1 
to Aug. 31, and will not have to submit meals taxes 
for Sept. 1-Dec. 31 until Jan. 20, 2021.

Love is heading to Central, Western Mass in the form 41,000 Ibs. of food 


NORTH BROOKFIELD — On June 11, after a 
2,295 mile trek from the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints headquarters in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, a big 53-foot truck will arrive at the Food 
Bank of Western Massachusetts, located in Hat- 
field. 

The source of the more than 20 tons of food 
being delivered is a bit unusual. The food is not a 
donation from a wealthy donor but rather the en- 
tire process starts around the family dining table in 
thousands of homes of church members all around 
the world. Once a month, members of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are asked to 
fast for two meals and donate the amount they 
would have spent on the two meals as their “Fast 
Offering.” Fast Offerings are then used to support 
the church-owned farms, ranches, and factories that 
grow and process 90% of the food, which will be 
on the truck with the aid of the hands of member 
volunteers. 

The dedication of volunteers and the gifts of 
service don’t end there.The amazingly large and 
well- organized distribution framework of the Food 
Bank of Western Massachusetts brings its expertise 
and skill set to the table to receive and then distrib- 
ute the food to about 180 distribution agencies, in- 
cluding food pantries, mobile distribution sites and 
meal sites, thus completing the effort of providing 
much needed food to the church’s neighbors and lo- 
cal communities. 

The alignment of the church’s ability to provide 
and the need of the people being served, especially 
now in the COVID-19 crisis, coupled with the large 
network of organizations served by the FBWM, 
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made the food pantry a logical choice for the large 
donation. FBWM and its various associated orga- 
nizations sits in the midst of the group of Mormon 
congregations known as the Springfield Stake of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and it 
is hoped that a continuing relationship of serving 


and service opportunities blossoms. 

The loving commitment needed at every step 
in the long trek from one kitchen table to anoth- 
er only works with the coordination of individuals 
and agencies doing what each has expertise in and 
doing it in the unity of serving neighbors in need.

Why representative 
democracy matters

ver the last few years, the health of 
(_) sean democracy has come un- 

der great scrutiny. Polling routinely 
shows that Americans are concerned that 
democratic institutions aren’t working as 
well as they ought to. Inevitably, this brings 
up the question of whether we can mend our 
problems or if the system of representative 
democracy itself is fundamentally broken. 

I’m biased. I served as a representative for 
a good bit of my life, watched the system from 
the inside with all its faults and all its glories, 
and believe firmly in it. Our strengths as a 
nation, our wealth and culture, our opportu- 
nities and human resources, developed in an 
environment that was built from our found- 
ing documents, giving an ever-greater swath 
of Americans the opportunity to reach their 
potential, solve the problems that face their 
communities and work together to move their 
neighborhoods and their country as a whole 
forward. It’s allowed us to experiment, to ap- 
proach issues pragmatically, and to shift ap- 
proaches if the first or second or third doesn’t 
work. 

In fact, I would argue that some of our key 
characteristics as a people spring from the 
demands of self-governance and electing rep- 
resentatives. Wherever I’ve gone around the 
country, ve noticed an impressive and rest- 
less desire to make things better, to improve 
our communities and states for everyone who 
lives in them. A representative democracy, in 
which every few years we choose the people 
who will be making the decisions that shape 
how we spend our money and regulate our 
activities, encourages this. 

As concerns about our institutions have 
grown, however, so has interest in alterna- 
tives. A 2018 poll by Vox, for instance, found 
that young people were “less likely to say that 
democracy is ‘always preferable’ to any other 
type of government, and less likely to agree 
that ‘democracy serves the people’” than peo- 
ple 40 and older. By the same token, they were 
more likely to say that “non-democracies can 
be preferable” 1n some circumstances and 
to believe that “democracy serves the elite.” 
Many of these people are pushing for more 
direct democracy. 

At the same time, militia groups, political 
entrepreneurs and big-money interests are 
also pushing for changes to how the system 
operates. They often want to move away from 
representative democracy, limit the power of 
the legislature, dismiss the professional civil 
service, rearrange the federal structure and in 
some cases, see an advantage in a strong-man 
leader. 

I have to confess; I have trouble seeing us 
move 1n either direction. A lot of Americans 
like the idea of direct democracy. Indeed, in a 
poll a few years ago, the Pew Research Cen- 
ter found that 55% of those surveyed thought 
that ordinary Americans would do a better 
job solving the country’s problems than elect- 
ed officials. Yet while I see the value of direct 
democracy at the town level, as is practiced in 
parts of New England, I have trouble seeing 
how 325 million people could make decisions 
on even major policy questions at the feder-

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Spring border is ripe with the color blue 





y high summer there are 
Be few perennial flowers 

blooming in shades of blue. 
We best enjoy them now, while we 
can. Blue flowers abound in the 
late spring border! You could easi- 
ly design a monochromatic scheme 
using just cool tones. Here are my 
selections: 

For the back of the border, try 
Amsonia tabernaemontana. This 
native plant is topped with clus- 
ters of pale blue flowers, each one opening 
to form a tiny star, hence its common name, 
blue star. Growing to around three feet tall 
and not quite as wide, Amsonia almost 
qualifies for “specimen” status, although it 
is not as showy as other specimens like peo- 
ny or dictamus. Only one plant is necessary 
per grouping in full sun or part shade. In my 
garden, it self- sows, but not usually enough 
to make itself a nuisance. 

Another plant best suited for the back 
row of the perennial garden is Baptisia aus- 
tralis, or false indigo. Gray-green foliage 
is pretty in its own right, until you see the 
beautiful deep blue-purple pea-like flower 
spikes emerge in mid-June. Easily four feet 
tall and three feet wide, Baptisia 1s a nice 
specimen perennial; one plant is certainly 
enough per grouping. The size of the plant 
you purchase may lead you to think other- 
wise, though, since transplants are usually 
puny and take a couple of seasons to es- 
tablish. Site false indigo in full sun or part 
shade in rich soil. Refrain from moving the 
plant once it reaches full size or its deep tap 
root may be compromised. Blackish seed 
pods are hardly decorative on the plant, but 
do look nice in autumn floral arrangements. 

One of my favorite blue flowers is Aq- 
uilegia vulgaris. Although there are many 
cultivars of garden columbine, we grew the 
species variety at Old Sturbridge Village. It 
can be found in white, pink, maroon, purple,

blue and almost black. Ours tend- 
ed to be mostly blue in a hue hard 
to describe, perhaps more royal 
blue than purple-blue. If the col- 
or 1s hard to describe, the flower 
shape is even more difficult; may- 
be something along the lines of 
nodding bells with reflexed sepals? 
Lobed leaves are another attrac- 
tive feature of this plant, although 
vigilance against the dreaded leaf 
miner is a must in order to keep it 
looking good. Here too, full sun or partial 
shade will grow decent two-foot to two-and- 
a-half-foot whispy plants, a size perfect for 
the middle row of the border. 

Mountain bluet, or perennial bachelor 
button, as it is sometimes called, is one of 
my most treasured perennials. There 1s noth- 
ing rare about Centaurea montana, or even 
all that unique about it. I just plain like its 
oversized cornflowers and their lovely true 
blue shade. For years I managed to keep a 
clump going; it finally succumbed to chip- 
munks who demolished the plant trying to 
get at the flowers and seed pods. At 18 inch- 
es tall it is another plant best suited to the 
middle row of the garden. Plant in full sun 
or slight shade for best results. Cut back af- 
ter 1t is done flowering for a chance at late 
season rebloom. 

If you are still in need of more blue flow- 
ers, there are also numerous iris, lavender, 
campanula and spiderwort cultivars waiting 
to be discovered. Have fun planning a cool 
border this summer.

al level. It would make it impossible to 
have the kind of deliberation or com- 
mon-ground-seeking that Congress, 
when it’s working, can practice. 

Those attracted to strong-man lead- 
ership see value in a president who can 
make policy with little or no consulta- 
tion with the Congress or other elect- 
ed bodies. This, of course, is a system 
of authoritarianism found in various 
spots around the world; Russia, Tur- 
key, the Philippines, and Venezuela 
come to mind. This is not, however, an 
idea many Americans find attractive 
for governing the country. 

My point is this: We can’t look at 
representative democracy in isolation 
but have to compare it to the alterna- 
tives. And the alternatives, I'd argue, 
don’t stack up. Even 230 years on,

our system remains an experiment in 
self-government. It is still aiming to 
achieve equal political rights and eco- 
nomic opportunity, equal access to the 
protection of the laws, and equal access 
to political representation. It seems to 
me that the question is not “Is it per- 
fect?” Rather, it is: “Can it improve 
itself?” The answer lies with ordinary 
citizens to step up and take advantage 
of the opportunities the system affords 
us to do just that.

on this project to help feed the less for- 
tunate. We are very proud of them.” 

In the fall, the Southbridge Garden 
Club volunteered to enhance the area 
around the CFC garden sign by plant- 
ing a variety of shrubs, an ornamental 
tree and several plants which they do- 
nated and planted as well. They intend 
to add additional plants each year to the 
bank in front of the garden. 

What are the plans for the CFC 
garden in 2020? The CFC committee 
identified two goals they wanted to 
meet in 2020. They wanted to fence in 
the garden with strong metal fencing 
and wanted to finish completing the 
irrigation system to the remaining half 
of the garden. The first goal of fenc- 
ing was completed in March by a local 
company, Steadfast Fence. The second 
goal of completing the irrigation system 
has recently been designed by engineers 
who have generously donated their time. 
Piping materials have been purchased 
and two 400-gallon water tanks are on 
order. The installation is expected to be 
completed in June. 

While only having two goals may not 
seem like much, the money necessary to 
meet these goals 1s significant. How did 
they reach these goals? They applied to 
The Last Green Valley last summer for 
a $6,000 Community Enrichment Grant 
and were fortunate enough to be award- 
ed the grant. “The grant is a matching 
grant,” said Joe Coan, president of the

garden. “As you can imagine, we’ve been 
very busy since January raising funds to 
meet this grant requirement. Our gener- 
ous donors, most who have been with us 
all along, helped us reach our goal. We 
were just about there, then March came 
and the arrival of COVID-19 changed 
everything for everyone. Many compa- 
nies were faced with their own challeng- 
es and had to refocus their priorities.” 

Coan isn’t complaining because he’s 
a businessman himself and knows what 
everyone is going through. “We are ex- 
tremely grateful for the aid they have 
given us this year and in years past,” he 
said. “We certainly wouldn't be where 
we are today without their generosity to 
us and ultimately to those who rely on 
the food pantry.” 
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“We are riding the waves of the 
pandemic and paying close attention 
to guidelines given to everyone,” Coan 
said. “Being a volunteer-driven commu- 
nity garden, we can’t have more than 10 
people at a time working in the garden. 
Committee members of the garden are 
doing some prep work at the garden 
right now with masks on and leaving six 
feet between each other. The challenge 
will come once we plant the garden at 
the beginning of June. Then the volun- 
teers come in mid-June to help weed 
and do other tasks at the garden. We 
are hoping the disease has wilted by 
then and the guidelines will be relaxed, 
but we certainly don’t want to rush any- 
thing. The safety of our volunteers and 
ourselves is paramount. Rumors of a 


resurgence of the virus in the fall should 
make everyone cautious about return- 
ing to normal activities too soon. It may 
take more coordination on our part 
with our volunteers but we'll do what 
we have to do to get the job done.” 

There’s been a lot of talk about all 
the people out of work, which in the 
long term will mean the food pantries 
may see a much higher demand. Home 
gardeners are also asked to plant more 
than they can consume and donate the 
extra food to the pantries. Unfortunate- 
ly, there may always be individuals who 
are food-challenged. Regardless of the 
virus, the CFC 1s committed to its mis- 
sion and will strive again this year to 
produce and donate even more to the 
Saint John Paul II Food Pantry. “The 
mission and purpose of the Community 
Food Collaborative is, and has always 
been, to help those who rely on the Saint 
John Paul II Food Pantry to have access 
to fresh produce,” Coan said. “We, like 
everyone else, are needed now more 
than ever to help those in our commu- 
nities and we will certainly do our part. 
We are all in this together.”

“The physical distancing re- 
quired by this virus cut short our Mon- 
day night furniture refinishing sessions 
and the craft workshops,” Bardsley said. 
“And the closure of so many area busi- 
nesses has limited the donation of items 
and services for the silent auction. There 
are no guarantees our local board of 
health would even permit a food booth.” 

With Massachusetts being one of the 
heaviest hit by the pandemic, the com- 
mittee was also very concerned for the 
safety of attendees and the health and 
safety of church members and volun- 
teers who staff the auction according 
to Bardsley. “Add to all of that the sub- 
stantial costs associated with auction 
services, food, tent rental, etcetera and, 
while sad, we are confident that cancel- 
ing the auction is the right decision,” he 
said.

From tragedy to triump h: 
A daredevil's ride

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STURBRIDGE — When thinking 
of the word “daredevil,” the name is 
often synonymous with long-range 
motorcycle jumper, Doug Danger. For 
over four decades, Doug Danger has 
demonstrated his old-school daredevil- 
ry skills. Throughout an illustrious ca- 
reer, he has leaped a motorcycle over an 
L-1011 jumbo jet live on national televi- 
sion, jumped 14 school buses on a 125cc 
motorcycle, and wowed a Las Vegas 
crowd by flying over 18 tractor-trailer 
trucks. In 1991 he earned a place in the 
Guinness Book of World Records after 
jumping over 42 cars side-by-side. 

Danger, a long-time resident of Mas- 
sachusetts who now lives in Oak Hill, 
Florida, has toured and entertained his 
fans around the globe. In 2015, at the 
age of 53, he had the honor of jumping 
Evel Knievel’s 1972 Harley-Davidson 
XR750 over 22 cars for the Harley-Da- 
vidson world record. Two years later, he 
used the same motorcycle to leap over a 
100-foot pit of live rattlesnakes, proving 
that you are never too old to do what 
you were meant to do, and be what you 


were meant to be. Or, As Danger pro- 
claims, “You don't get older, you just 
get better.” 

Danger’s incredible story 1s also full 
of tremendous adversity. In 1992, after 
a devastating crash at Hudson Speed- 
way in Hudson New Hampshire, he sus- 
tained several broken bones and was in 
a coma for a month. Due to the severity 
of the injuries, he was left with mem- 
ory loss, having to relearn all essential 
functions such as talking, walking, and 
other activities of daily living. After 
rehabilitation, his passion for daredev- 
ilry was back, and he began riding and 
jumping again. It wasn’t long before he 
knew he was ready and needed to be 
Doug Danger once again and to start 
performing. 

Not long after his comeback, Dan- 
ger had to face a severe second health 
challenge where he was diagnosed with 
Stage IV cancer and given only months 
to live. Danger met this devastating 
news with the same optimistic attitude

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gable areas of the building. As a result, 
the leaks have caused interior dam- 
age to the ceiling and walls. Originally, 
Barnyard Roofing was allocated to re- 
pair the roof, but the issue was not ful- 
ly resolved. However, when Raymond 
James Restoration acquired Barnyard 
Roofing, the company was able to offer 
both roof repairs and masonry exper- 
tise. The $65,000 would not fix any in- 
terior damage, however it would cover 
repairs such as replacing the gable win- 
dow and mortar joints and having the 
capstones recaulked. When asked by a 
North Brookfield resident why the dam- 
age was not addressed previously, the 
owner of Raymond James Restoration, 
Raymond James, explained that the pre- 
vious company was indecisive about the 
source of the issue. He joked, “The ma- 
son likes to blame the roofer, the roofer 
likes to blame the mason, but now there 
is no one else to blame.” 

When asked why the roof was not 
repaired during the multi-million dollar 


renovation to the building in 2007, This- 
tle explained that this would be consid- 
ered mandatory repair and upkeep of 
the building The $65,000 would cover 
the cost of current repairs. According 
to James, the repairs were extensively 
surveyed and quoted so that, “There 
will be no unforeseen circumstances”. 
The article for the roof repair funds was 
passed by those present. 
Highway fleet truck radios 

Article 14 of the Special Town Meet- 
ing incited some curiosity from attend- 
ees. Article 14 stated, “To see if the town 
will vote to transfer a sum of money to 
cover the Highway Fleet truck radios or 
take any action relative thereto.” The 
Board of Selectmen made a motion to 
take no action on the article. When a 
resident simply asked “Why?” she was 
informed that the project pricing was 
pending and was not provided in time 
for the meeting. Joe Pelluci, a resident 
from North Main Street, wanted to 
know when the article would be called 
back for consideration. The modera- 
tor informed him, “It may never come 


back. It may get passed over. For this 
meeting it is done.” Pelluci then request- 
ed to make a motion to revisit the issue 
and was instructed to handwrite a mo- 
tion. However, he was instructed that 
the issue would probably be revisited in 
a month. 
Salt shed repairs 

Another article made a motion to 
transfer a sum of $17,146 to the Town’s 
DPW for repairs to the salt shed. Tim 
Canada, of Gilbert Street, asked for 
specifics about the project and was told 
the town did get competitive bids and 
had three interested parties. He was told 
that the shed was “In such a state of dis- 
repair that it lets water in.” As a result, 
the town’s salt supply was at risk of be- 
ing ruined if the water was not mitigat- 
ed. The article was passed. 

Selectman Tripp’s Notes 

At the conclusion of the Annual 
and Special Town Meetings, Selectman 
John H. Tripp took a moment to update 
residents about current town projects. 
Tripp said that the town’s section of the 
Rail Trail was cleared up allowing for 


hikers. So far, the town has 1.3 miles of 
trail left to get into the East Brookfield 
segment. Once completed, this will give 
residents access to four miles of trail. 
Additionally, Tripp spoke about needed 
repairs to Bates Observatory. “I am try- 
ing to save Bates Observatory,” he said. 
The winter season caused more dam- 
age, yet the bottom half of the building 
can still be salvaged. The building was 
donated to the town in the 1800s, but 
the current repairs are very expensive. 
Tripp said that he found a party who 1s 
interested in restoring the building “on 
his dime” and said that he would be in 
talks with the individual. “We would 
like to save that if we can,” Tripp said 
of the structure. 

Tripp also said that new engraved 
and memorialized benches would be 
available at the town’s park. The park is 
undergoing renovations with landscape 
architects looking at how to improve 
the field. Tripp asked for volunteers and 
donations regarding several town proj- 
ects. “There’s a lot going in town, let’s 
go at it,’ he concluded.

Kolodzieys ready to start PVSSL in Phase 3

LUDLOW - As the picture 
becomes clearer, it looks like we 
will have summer soccer in the 
Pioneer Valley for high school 
students. 

High school students have 
been away from one another 
since March 16, which essen- 
tially all education was shut 
down throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Eventually, all rec- 
reation and activity was shut 
down as well. 

Last Saturday, Gov. Charlie 
Baker announced the provi- 
sions of Phase 2 of the re-open- 
ing plan as Massachusetts con- 
tinues to stay on a good course 
with lowering numbers of coro- 
navirus cases, deaths, and hos- 
pitalizations. 

With the start of Phase 2, 
the “cautious” step, the Pioneer 
Valley Summer Soccer League 
is making plans for its return to 
action. 

Just a few weeks ago, the co- 
ordinators of the league, Chris 
and Diana Kolodziey, were 
noncommittal about whether 
or not there would be a sea- 
son due to the uncertainty sur- 
rounding the re-opening and 
whether it would have to be de- 
layed or scaled back. 

However, they were always 
hopefully of having a season, 
even with a delayed start. 

Normally, the season would 
start next week, but games will 
start under Phase 3, called Vig- 
ilant. Teams, in groups 10 and 
under, can start practicing, 
however, and the Kolodzieys 
are taking registrations and 
starting to organize a sched- 
ule that would start sometime 


shortly after June 30. 

So far, the governor’s plan 
has gone according to the 
three-week schedule projects 
for it, which puts Phase 3 on 
target for that date. 

The summer soccer season 
would likely last at least four 
weeks through to the end of 
July, but could also go into Au- 
gust. Diana Kolodziey said that 
is still being determined. 

In their preparations for 
the upcoming season, the 
Kolodzieys have also pulled the 
trigger on a brand new website, 
www.pioneervalleysummersoc- 
cerleague.com. 

The new site has a new way 
of registering teams and is de- 
signed to move most of the op- 
erations online, such as sched- 
uling and reporting scores and 
other league information. 

The Kolodzieys say will be 
looking out for the guidance 
from the governor's office on 
exactly how Phase 3 will be im- 
plemented as they look to start 
the season as soon as possible. 

“Our goal is to get play- 
ers playing and keep everyone 
safe,” the website states. “So 
we are looking at a quick turn- 
around to begin play once we 
get a thumbs up from the Gov- 
ernor’s Office. We want the 
league to be ready to go quickly 
once this happens.” 

Teams interested in partici- 
pating in the league should be- 
gin signing up as soon as possi- 
ble and can email ckolodziey@ 
msn.com for more informa- 
tion. Teams are encouraged to 
communicate with their school 
and/or recreation department 
regarding field availability. 

On the new website, there is 
a link with new rules and regu- 





lations for 2020. There will be 
additional information about 
such things as social distancing 
and other safety precautions 
for the 2020 season. The league 
is planning to have both the 
high school and adult seasons. 

Based on communications 
with the various teams that 
are regularly involved, the 
Kolodzieys very much want the 
2020 summer season to hap- 
pen. 

“Based on the overwhelm- 
ing feedback we have received,” 
the website states. “Many 
teams want to move forward 
and play understanding that we 
are up against some unfamiliar 
challenges. 

The site states there will be a 
“condensed” season, but it un- 
clear how many regular games 
will be played.

spec Pond League will have 
no fans to start season 


Other rules will be implemented as necessary for 
the outdoor basketball league

WILBRAHAM — One of 
first youth sports the area 
could see will be based out 
of Spec Pond in Wilbraham 
sometime next month. 

Only this summer, it could 
look a lot different for a while. 

For several years, the Spec 
Pond Summer Basketball has 
been both a nightly and a 
weekend gathering place for 
many young basketball players 
and their families, which uti- 
lize the surrounding amenities 
during games. 

Bryan Litz, the director of 
Wilbraham Parks and Rec- 
reation, organizes the league 
each year. He welcomes many 
teams from out of town, in- 
cluding Agawam, Southwick, 
Springfield, Ludlow, Belcher- 
town, Ware, Chicopee, Palmer, 
and even as far as Sturbridge. 

There are divisions ranging 
from third and fourth grad- 
ers all the way up to the high 
school level. There are both 
boys and girls teams and the 
typical night has games being 
played every hour from 5 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. on the two outdoor 
courts. Area schools are uti- 
lized in the event games must 
be made up due to rain. 

The season carries on 
through July and early August 
and then playoffs happen in 
mid-August with the champi- 
onships concluding right be- 
fore the start of youth football 


season. 

Litz confirmed the league is 
planning to start if and when 
the state enters Phase 3, which 
is currently on track to happen 
on June 30. 

While Phase 3 lists “limited 
crowds” as part of the ability 
to resume athletic contests at 
the youth level, Litz has said 
the main parameter of starting 
the season will be that no fans 
will be allowed. 

“There will be a maximum 
of three coaches on the bench 
and at games,” said Litz. “But 
once we see what guidance the 
state gives, then we will also 
implement other rules.” 

The Spec Pond league will 
be the first basketball that 
takes place in area since high 
school basketball was _ shut- 
down just shy of the state fi- 
nals. In youth basketball, the 
Szlats Memorial Tournament 
in Chicopee was just begin- 
ning when the state banned all 
recreational activities. 

As the state continues its 
re-opening process, it 1s possi- 
ble the Spec Pond League will 
be able to ease some restric- 
tions in Phase 4, if that phase 
is implemented sometime in 
July. Each phase of the gov- 
ernor’s plans is supposed to 
last three weeks if there are 
no setbacks. There is a reg- 
istration packet now avail- 
able online for the league. To 
access it, go to https://www.

have believed you, but here we are,” said Jordan D’An- 
gelo. But they did have it outside in the school parking 
lot, with families staying in their cars, and many of the 
vehicles decorated for a specific senior. 

After a majority of parents and students surveyed 
said they wanted some kind of physical ceremony, 
school officials went into planning mode. A farm wag- 
on was donated by Tyler Shepard, and with the car- 
pentry skills of history teacher Joseph Salvadore and 
Marc Astrella, a stage was built in a day. A large ban- 
ner had photos of each senior, across the front. 

Pomp and circumstance played to begin the ceremo- 
ny, which was followed by the Pledge of Allegiance, 
recited by Jack and the national anthem sung by Emily 
Pease, who 1s also the class salutatorian. 

The keynote speaker was former Quaboag student 
David Marsh, who owns co-owns two medical compa- 
nies based in California. 

“Growing up in Warren in attending Quaboag was 
not an hindrance, it actually can be an advantage,” 
Marsh said. Receiving a good education at Quaboag, 
where he became involved in multiple activities, led 
him to do well in college, and eventually the business 
world, he said. 

A 1979 graduate, he said he was proud to be a 
Quaboag alumni.
